PEKING, Nov. 20.— Following the period 
of the French revolution the underlying 
motives of all European history were the 
spirit of nationality and the spirit of lib- 
eralism. The peoples of Europe struggled 
desperately and more or less successfully 
to unite those of the same race in the same 
country and to obtain liberal forms of gov- 
ernment to satisfy these two cravings. The 
chief enemy of these legitimate desires was 
the so-called holy alliance led by Metter- 
nich and composed of Austria, Russia, and 
Prussia, 

About a year ago the people of China as- 
tonished the world by showing that, though 
an oriental race of the “ unchanging east, 
they, too, could be dominated and moved to 


~ action by the desire for national unity and 


a liberal government. By the overthrow of 
their Manchu rulers they took the govern- 
ment out of the hands of an alien race, thus 
satisfying the spirit of nationality. By the 
establishment of a republic they did away 
with despotism, thus satisfying the spirit of 
liberalism. 


Shall Progress Be Halted? 

Now, when in the midst of that disorder 
which must inevitably regult from the over- 
turning of conditions centuries old, are they 
going to be hindered if not stopped in their 
development through having to use their en- 
ergies in perhaps.a vain effort to resist the 
encroachments of outside powers. 

Recent events seem to herald the beginning 
of that partitioning of China so long feared, 
so often denied, and which so many events 
since the Russo-Japanese war have pointed to 
as the end desired by some of her neighbors. 
Russia in Mongolia and Manchuria, Japan in 
Manchuria, and England in Thibet are the 
nations responsible. 

Are these three powers, for various rea- 
sons, going to play in Asia the part the holy 
alliance played in Europe? Are they, due to 
selfish reasons, going to retard, if not wreck, 
the chances of the first oriental nation which 
has really struggled for national unity and 
for a likeral form of government? 

Russia has never been a friend of liber- 
alism. Japan, while a government with a

The pulpit of Chicago arose yesterday in 

condemnation of Chief of Police McWeeny’s 
order permitting the sale of auer until 8 
o'clock New Year's morning. To the min- 
isters it seemed but the licensing of a prac- 
tice which had been frowned down in late 
years and the lorening of the reins to the 
liquor interests of the city. 

A number of the ministers expressed the 
hope that the chief would rescind his order, 
and that in doing so he would be acting in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the best citizens 
oft the city. One minister, the Rev. 0. M. 
Caward; pastor of the Normal Park Presby- 
terian church, anrounced he would offer an- 
other attraction for his parishioners in com- 
petition with the attractions offered by the 
saloons and restaurants. He said hie church 
would be kept open New Year’s eve, and the 


members of his congregation and everybody 


else who wished to come would begin the 
New Year in the fear of God rather than a 
Bacchanalian riot.” 

Dr. Jenkin Lioyd Jones said the chief's 
order showed only that the police depart- 
ment of Chicago wae itching to serve the 
vicious element of the city. 


Calls It Impetus to Crime. 

“In the face of the stampede of crime it ip 
amazing. that the chief of police should see 
fit to set aside the law regulating the sale of 
liquor and substitute his own orders,“ said 
the Rev. John Balcom Shaw in his sermon at 
the Second Presbytertan church. 

“Tt is this kind of civic course that en- 
courages criminals to disregard laws and 
dare bolder crimes.” 

“Who gives the chief of police a warrant 


to abrogate the law?’ asked the Rev. Philip 


W. ¥arrow at the Bethesda Congregational 
church. 

Do the city officials coneider themselves 
authorized to annul law because the United 
societies demanded of the city council that 
all reference to the enforcement of law be 
eliminated from the police rules? Why not, 
allow the burglars a few hours to do their 
criminal business unmolested?’’ 

The Rev. P. J. O'Callaghan, pastor of St. 
Mary's Roman Catholic church, sald: 

It ie one of the evidences of the moral 
deterioration of our time and country that 
the public conscience ie not more disturbed 
by the pagan orgy which ushers in the New 
Year. 

The action of public officials in permitting 
the violation of law on such an occasion is 
one more indication of the deterioration of 
private and public conscience, All good men 
should urge public officials to uphold the 
law.“ 


Slap at Cermak. 

In an address to the Christian Endeavor so- 
clety of Kenwood Evangelical church. Ar- 
thur Burrage Farwell, president of the Chi- 
cago Law and Order league, said: 

“The order of Chief McWeeny no doubt 
wes inspired by Mr. Cermak, who is the 
United Societies, and who insisted that en- 
force the law’ be stricken from the police 
regulations. Nothing that has been done in 
recent years has 80 crystallized sentiment 
against the saloon as these expressions of 
public officials Of their submission to the 
liquer interest. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows said in the St. 
Paul’e Episcopal church that it would be 
highly gratifying to all “good citizens if 
Mayor Harrison would interpose his veto on 
the proceedings of New Year's eve.“ 


Says Chief Defies Law. 

The Rev. Jenkin Lioyd Jones in his sermon 
at Lincoln Center said: 

“Chief of Police McWeeny proposes to 
give the revelers extension of two hours, 
setting aside the 1 o'clock ordinance for New 
Tears eve. One wonders where the chief of 
police receives authority to revise, amend, or 
extend the law and one wonders also how 
the chief expects to enforce these or other 
ordinances at other times while he himself 


sets the pace defying the law.“ 
‘The Rev. Elmer L. Willams of Grace 


Methodiet Bpigcepel church eaid: 

“All Chicago ie humiliated by repeated 
violations of law and the unspeakable crimes 
Against life and property. The setting aaide 
of statutes and ordinances by executives and 
administrators of law is one of the surest 
ways to educate the people to look lightly 


on their own laws and to set them aside ny 


time they wish.” 


Incentive to Criminals,

BALL ATTACKED 


The Rev. J. S. Ladd Thomas 
Criticises Advertised Sale 
of Cigarets and Champagne 


SOCIETY LEADER REPLIES 


The Rev. J. S. Ladd Thomas, pastor of the 
Austin Methodist Episcopai church, largest 
Methodist congregation in Chicago, de- 
nounced, in his sermon yesterday, the Ara- 
bian Nights charity ball, to be given for the 
Passavant and Lying-In hospitals on Jan. 
10 in First regiment armory. He specially 
denounced the advertised plans for the sell- 
ing of cigarets by young women and for the 
serving of champagne in the boxes. 

Two hours after the sermon Mrs. J, G. 
Coleman of 712 Rush street, one of the two 
chairmen of the ball, denied young women 
were to serve wine or champagne. She said 
the ball would be conducted in a: perfectly 
dignified and proper manner and would be 
“the most beautiful ball” thus far given. 
The selling of the cigarets, she said, was 
to be one of the side features of the Turkish 
booth. 


Thinks First Ward Ball No More. 

“I do not think, eaid the Rev. Mr. 
Thomas, “a function such as the intended 
Arabian Nights ball hae any different infiu- 
ence on the minds of the people who attend 
it than had the First ward ball which was 
held in Chicago several times. 

“If the announcements made in the pa- 
pers, that cigarets are to be sold by young 
ladies, and that champagne is to be served in 
the boxes, are true, then a severe rebuke is 
called for. 

“I have more respect for a Madison streét | 
bartender than for a society person who 
will sell champagne or cigarets at a function 
of this kind. 

Says Suffering Is Increased. 

„In the face of these conditions the hold 
ing of a charity ball, which is supposed to 
relieve suffering but which in reality m- 
creases suffering, * a farce. If the world 
today is to be redeemed from poverty and 
vice, it will have to come about the same 
way it did when Christ was born to save the 
world with hie own blood 

“Such a charity ball ie a disgrace to our 
Civilisation, It reflects much of the cor- 


ruption of seciety life. The sale of cigarets 
and champagne is a to —1 228 


reapécting people, and it ought mot to be 
allowed. 

“ The sale of cigarete is not legal in some 
states The cigaret habit leads to all other 
vices. Liquor drinking and cigarets are the 
twofold cause that has sent more young men 
on the downward path than any other. 

“The evil feature of thie ball is not that 


young women sell the cigarets, but that 
cigarets ate sold at all. It le not a question 
who 8 the champagne, but it is the eell- ;

ORDERS ARREST 
OF TWO MEN IN 
LOGUE MURDER 


Capt. Halpin Sends Sleuths to 
Find Suspects Seen In 
Gem Dealer’s Shop. 


— 


ALSO SEARCH FOR WOMAN 


Detective Chief Convinced Robber 
Suspects Had Nothing to De 
with Tragedy, 


EX-CONVICT GIVES OWN STORY 


An order to arrest two men for the murder 
of Joseph H. sogue, the diamond merchant 
in the McVicker’s theater building, was sent 
out by Capt. Halpin at 11 o'clock last night. 
He issued it after he had become convinced 
the occupants of the “ robbers’ roost” on 
Clifton avenue had nothing to do with the 
myeterious tragedy. The much wanted pair 
are described as follows: 

Ne. 1.—Five feet 8 inches tall; 
slim build, wore a black soft hat 
and dark clothes; has a long thin 
face and a sharp nose. 

Wo. 2—Five feet 8 inches talk 
weighs about 171, pounds, from 20 
to 30 years old; smooth shaven; 
wore blue trousers and a grey 
sweater with a roll collar, and a black 
cap. 

_ These men were seen leaving the third 
floor of the building where Logue’s office ts 
located shortly after he was killed. They 
made a trip to his out of the way jewel op 
during the noon hour two days before Friday, 
The fact that the merchant was out for 
lunch probably saved his life on that day. 


Hunt Blonde Woman. - 

A little blende woman who called frequent- 
ly on Logue also has a half dozen men at 
the detective bureau on her tralfl. 

The developments of the day exonerated 
persons in custody from a hand in the marder, 
but several will be held for other violations 
of the law. Logue's office boy and Charles 
Larson, an elevator operator, could not iden- 
tify the men arrested as the two they saw 
loitering on the third floor of the theater 
building about the time the murder was com- 
mitted. 

Blood on clothing taken from the north 
side apartment and on cards in the pos- 
sesecion of H. B. Hampton, a suspect, Was 
satisfactorily explained. Paste diamonds 
which were fond in Hampton's baggage were 
purchased, and not stolen from Logue’s safe. 

Capt. Halpin is convinced the murderers 
are at large. After listening to the stories of 
Ray Rust, who once had desk room with 
Logue, and several employés in the builiding, 
hie interest in the feminine visitor at the 
diamond shop was intensified. He released 
a couple of suspects and detailed several 
detectives to look for the woman. 


Woman Often in Shop. 

“Maybe she don't know anything ebout 
the murder, but this woman is too conspicu- 
ous by her absence,“ Capt. Halpin said, after 
a hard afternoon's work. “She had long 
acquaintance with Logue, she has known 
for a couple of days we would like to hear 
from her, and it seenis as if she would have 
been accommodating and called me up. 

“Now this Ray Rust had office room with 
Logue for six weeks about à couple of years 
ago. He's an engraver over in the Mallers 
building and gave us a lot ot dope. He has 
seen this blonde woman often, so we know 
she's been going to see the old man for the 
last two years. He says she and Logue were 
pretty chummy. 

“From him we learn the woman used to 
see Logue sometimes every day. She would 
call usually about 5:30 clock, about the 
time Rust was getting ready to kave. Rust 
often used to heave her and the old man in 
the place. He saw the woman sometimes 
bring diamonds up there, and she used to 
take them away to dispose of. She was a 
sort of agent for the merchant. He says 
Logue used to sell to private customers. I 
don't just understand what be meant by 
that. 


Anxious to Find Woman, 
“Would you say Logue was a ‘ fence’?” 
“No, sir; we're not making any charges, 

only it’s not just clear what kind of a, busi- 
ness this fellow had. He sold dlamorids and 
things by catalogue, but maybe that's not 
all. To get back to this woman. We know 
her only as Gertie, and maybe that’s not 
right.

OBEY FOOD LAWS 


Wilson Report Tells of Inspec- 
tion of Meat by Fed- 
eral Officials. 


URGES GUARD OVER MILK. 


National Government Asked to 
Continue Work Begun by 
Various Cities. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington. D. C., Déc. 22.—[Special.}— 
Satisfactory compliance with the meat m- 
spection law by the slaughtering houses in 
Chicago and other large packing centers 
during the last year is reported by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson. He recom- 
mends the extension of simtlar inspection 
to the manufacture of dairy products. 

The secretary says that 60 per cent of all 
meat slaughtered is subject to federal in- 
spection, the 40 per cent not inspected being 
slaughtered by local butchers and farmers. 


Great Increase in Inspections. 

‘‘ Six miiMon more animals were inspected 
this year than last,“ he saya, “ the greater 
part of the increase being hogs, of which 
5,000,000 more were slaughtered in 1912 than 
in 1911. Ot the 59,013,819 animals inspected, 
208,775 entire carcasses and 463,850 parts of 
carcasses were condemned on account of 
disease or other unwholesome condition. 
Tuberculosis continued to be the cause of a 
high proportion of condemnations of cattle 
and hogs. 

No attempts to use prohibited preserva~ 
tives and coloring matters were discovered 
in the 26,888 samples examined in the meat 
inspection laboratories for the purposes of 
detecting prohibited preservatives or color- 
ing matter, adulterants, or unwholesome- 
ness of various kinds. The condemnations 
resulting from laboratory inspection have 
been made principally because of rancidity 
of olle and fats and the use of cereals in 
prepared meats without proper declaration 
on the label. 

Tells of Tests on Milk. 

“ Practically all the cities in the country 
are using some form of score card and the 
health authorities of the country generally 
are seeking to give the public a higher grade 
of milk than the public is demanding or 
is willing to pay for, and the attempt is 
too often made to put the entire cost of im- 
provement on the producer. 

‘* Recommendations are made by the chief 
of the bureau of animal industry concern- 
ing a system of inspection of dairy prod- 
ucta. Investigations during the year show 
that inspection of dairy manufacturers is 
very desirable. They showed 61 per cent 
of the 6.184, lots of cream inspected were 
dirty, decomposed, or sour, and that 94.5 
per cent of the creameries visited were in- 
sanitary to a greater or less degree. 

“The dairy research iaboratories have 
shown that butter made from sweet pasteur- 
ized cream, aside from the commercial ad- 
vantage of butter keeping quality, is much 
safer for human heakh than butter made 
in the usual wey, as pasteurization removes 
the danger from disease germe that are 
liable to exist for a considerable time in 
butter made from unpasteurized cream.

The pickanniny is 10 years old 
and wears much more than he did when 
Chief Officer Donmelly spied him through 
marine glasses in a crotch of the coco tree 
when the steamship was passing the island 
of Jamaica. 


Wait Picked Up at Sea. 

Capt. Robert Parker and Mate Donnelly 
told today how they happened to pick the 
boy out of a nasty swell in the Caribbean 
a few weeks ago. The Foxton Hall was 
heading for the windward passage and the 
skipper noticed relics of the big West Indian 
blow that had smashed many of the towns 
of Jamaica. Driftwood, trees, tangled brush, 
and fragments of huts rose and fell on the 
swells. 

It was six bells of the afternoon watch, 
or at 8 o’clock, that Mate Donnelly noted 
the coco tree with something in its branches. 
After a while the object took the shape of 
Willie Gee, waif, formerly of Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, but pretty close now to the locker 
of Master Davy Jones. 

The mate and the skipper decided that the 
pickaninny should be at least inspected, so 
they lowered the emergency boat, in charge 
of Donnelly, and after much bumping in the 
sWells and the wreckage they found Willie 
Gee alive, but not much more. They picked 
him out of the tree and took him aboard the 
ship. 


Hurled Into Sea by Hurricane. 

Willie came around quickly under stim- 
ulation and told his yarn. He said that he 
had been swimming at a suburb of Port 
Antonio when the hurricane that emashed 
things in his neighborhood hove in sight. 
He went into a hut to let the storm howl 
itself out, but the blaet picked up the hut 
and carried it and him off ghore After 
he had @isentangied himself from the wreck- 
age he struck out. After quite a distance 
the coco tree came along and he got aboard. 

The sun had gone down and he was mighty 
tired and hungry. He found the coconut. 
He had trouble, being a bit weak, unbush- 
ing the coconut, but he finally drained 
the milk of it and had another dream of 
Swampscott. The combers covered him and 
he was rolled over and over. He prayed 
and sang until he lost consciousness.

The United Societies, it has been under- 


stood and is now believed, is a federation of | 


nationalistic organization, including within 
their membership the solid decent citizenship 


ot Chicago, ardently American, although of 
foreign extraction, devoted to the ideal of 


the American republic and tenacious also in 


the customs which prevailed in the father- 
land, 

They have done a great deal for the land to 
which they have come. They have warmed 
the sympathies, they have broadened culture, 
they have taken the chill off what we call, 
for lack of a similarly brief and more accu- 
rately discriptive phrase, Anglo-Saxonism. 
They have given the original stock, which 


had Puritanism as a somber tradition, a 
more genial humanity. They are men of 
decency and of self-respect. That statement 
of otherwise unnecessary characterization 
is needed because Mr. Cermak, who repre- 
sents them, does not speak for such men, 
and persons judging the Societies by their 
representative would be misled. 

Illinois has on its statute books laws which 
are not in fact the laws of Ohicago, The goy- 
ernment of Chicago is obliged to disregard 
the law of Illinois. This law ie not a law 
with the consent of the governed, and the 
situation, preposterous as it is, is that ofa 
state which cannot expunge a law which 
will not be enforced. That law, among other 
requirements, demands the closing of saloons 
on Sunday and prescribes what the hours 
for the sale of liquor shall be. 


Preposterous as the situation is, it has

TIRED SHOPPERS. 

HE next forty-eight hours will be a 
period of great physical strain. A 
large part of the Christmas spirit, by 
established custom, manifests itseif 
by gifts. The giving of money has 

never made much headway because it 
sinacked of superficiality of sympathy. 

A money donation so often is the impulse 
of a person who gives no thought to his gift 
that the giving of money as a result of fore- 
sight and planning is insomedisrepute. On 
the other hand, to make one’s gifts requires 
too much time and planning. It goes to the 
other extreme. In consequence the average 
person pursues the middle course of bestow- 
ing purchased gifts. 

Some are in a position to heed the reit- 
erated counsel to buy before the rush season 
is on. The great majority are not in a posi- 
tion to purchase a long time in advance. And 
so it comes about that today and tomorrow 


the stores will be jammed with tired, nerv- 


ous, on-edge shoppers, or by tired, nervous, 
on-edge cierks. 


—— 

Many states have passed laws aimed at 
fatigue. In the main, those laws run to 
number of hours, six-day week, and night 
work. Some of them take note of the special 
effects of overfatigue on women and chil- 
dren. Many of the laws relate to producers 
of overfatigue other than prolonged work, 
such as standing, strained positions, temper- 
ature, humidity and noise. Many of these 
laws have been upheld by the highest courts, 
That of Illinois has just been sustained 
again, in an additional feature, by the Su- 
preme court of the state. 

Che lawmakers seem willing to do their 
part. How about the shoppers? 

The period between now and Christmas 
morning cannot, help ‘but be most trying on 
the clerks. Thé hours must be just as long 
as the law allows. In one way or another, 
many, if not all, must work beyond those 


_ hours, The work at the store is done under 


high pressute. Everybody will be running 
and hurrying. The noise will be great, get- 
ting to and from work will be unusually diffi- 
eult. The clerks will be impatient enough to 
add to their own difficulties. Under all of 
these circumstances it behooves the shopper 
to be as quiet and patjent as possible. 
— 


The shopper will also be suffering from 
strain as well as from overfatigue. The 


| tendency to lose one's temper, to become 
| irritable, impatient, unreasonable, nervous, 


will be almost irresistible. Nerves provoke 
nerves. 

The shopper can spare everybody so much. 
Perhaps the custom has been.te overinvesti- 
gate—during the next two days limit your 
requests to be shown things. Perhaps one 
is prone to be exacting—be more thoughtful! 
in this Christmas season. Plan to economize 
the energy of the clerks as well as your own. 
Remember that the people on both sides of 
the counter are apt to be unreasonable. Re- 
member that the clerks are tired.

RELAND'S viceroyalty is to undergo a 
radical transformation. However much 
the Unionists may differ with. the As- 
quith administration about other Irish 
matters, they are agreed upon this point. 

Hitherto the viceroy has always been a 
conspicuous member of the political party 
in power, and has retired from office with 
the fall of the cabinet. Henceforth the 
viceroyalty ts to be nonpartisan. 

The lord Heuterant is to have a fixed term 
of office of six years, wholly independent 
of the tenure of office of the imperial ad- 
ministration, is to remain aloof from party 
politics, and is to be on precisely the same 
footing as the governors general of Canada, 
of South Africa, of Australia, and of the 
Dominion of New Zealand. 

In the bill drawn up for the reorganiza- 
tion of the viceregal office, and to which Lib- 
erale and Unionisis are agreed, it is ex- 
preesiy stated that the lord Heutenant 
shall in the discharge of the duties of his 
office conform to the accustomed practice 
of the governors of his majesty’s overseas 
dominions.”’ 

This is destined to pave the way for the 
appointment of a prince of the blood to 
the viceroyalty of Ireland, and it is poesi- 
ble that when the Duke of Connaught leaves 
Canada he may become the first royal lord 
lieutenant in modern times to hold court 
for the king at Dublin castle 


é —~e- 


The royal family has always been popu: 
lar in Ireland, since the days when George 
IV. held such festive court at Dublin, his 
good temper: there being brought to the 
brimming over stage by the, to him, so awel- 
comé news of the death of his wife, Queen 
Caroline, whom he abhorred. The Irish peo- 
ple have always endeavored to show—par- 
ticularly the inhabitants of Dublin—that they 
have no quarrel with the members of the 


‘reigning house, and that whatever bitterness 


there has been in Erin in connection with 
British rule has been directed against the 
government rather than against the throne. 
King George and Queen Mary, both prior 
and subsequent to their accession to the 
throne, King Edward and Queen Alexandra, 
and Queen Victoria always were welcomed 
with unbounded cordiauty and enthusiasm 
whenever they visited Ireland, and through- 
out the years that the Duke of Connatght 
spent at Dublin as commander in chief of 
the military forces of the Emerald isle, nei- 
ther he nor his wife and daughters ever re- 
ceived an unfriendly word or an unfriendly 
look; nothing, indeed, but kindnese from 
the Irish people. 4 

Appreciating this Queen Victoria, King Ed- 
ward, and now King George always turned 
a deaf ear to the suggestion that any mem- 
ber of their family should hold court in their 
name as lord lieutenant at Dublin castle as 
long as the viceroyalty remained a political 
party office. 

The sovereign as a constitutional ruler fs 
often forced to give way to the wishes of par- 
Hament and to thor. of the administration for 
the time being, und to sanction things re- 
pugnant to the occupant of the throne. But 
the monarch has not been able to see any 
advantage to be derived in identifying him- 
self or the royal family more than is abso- 
lutely necessary with acts of policy that are 
sometimes dictated more by a partisan spirit 
than by a sense of just or public interest. 

The popularity of the royal familly in Ire- 
land would have suffered grievously had a 
prince of the blood been obliged asa partisan 
viceroy to assume the odiut of the distaste- 
ful measures devised by a Liberal ora Union- 
ist cabinct in Downing street and to identify 
himagif with its views. But when the vie 
royalty ceases to be a partisan office and 1: 


occupant is required to hold aloof from party 
politics there will be no more objection to its 
being, held by a royal prince than there was 
to the appointment of the Duke of Connaught 
as commander in chief in Ireland. 

The viceroyalty of Ireland dates from the 
reign of Henry II., the first of its incumbents 
being Hugh de Lacy, in 1172. There have 
been several occasions, especially during the 
latter half of the nineteenth century, when 
it has been proposed to abolish it. But this 
has always been opposed by the Nationalists, 
who regarded the maintenance of a separate 
court at Dublin as emphasizing their separate 
existence from Great Britain. 

Since Ireland has always been more or less 
ruled from the banks of the Thames, even in 
the days prior to the union, when there was 
an [Irish parliament at Dublin, the viceroy 
has had relatively little real power. The lat- 
ter has been vested almost wholly in the 
hands of his principal secretary, who, oc- 
cupying a seat in the cabinet, has been vir- 
tual master of the island and minister for 
Ireland. 


~~ 


The result of this anomaly has been that 
it has been difficult to find men of a high 
order of statesmanship willing to accept the 
role of lord lieutenant, content to act as 
scapegoat for unpopular measures of their 
political party, in the framing of which they 
have had no voice and in the execution of 
which they have no real authority. Many 
of the viceroys have been such intellectual 
mediocrities as to diminish sadly the pres- 
tige of the office, in spite of the extravagant 
amount of splendor and etiquette with which 
it has been environed. 

Some lords lieutenant have been renowned 
for their drunken habits in a country where 
conviviality is the rule rather than the ex- 
ception, and there are few who do not know 
the story of that Duke of Richmond who, 
to the dismay of crown and cabinet, was 
in the habit of exercising when intoxicated 
his viceregal prerogative of conferring 
knighthood. The latter is a Privilege that 
uni. now has been enjoyed by no other 
subject of the crown. Neither the viceroy of 
India nor even the royal governor genera) of 
Canada can knight a man, save by a written 
authorization of the sovereign: But the 
viceroy of Ireland can knight whomsoever 
he lists, without asking permission of any 
one, and in the case of the particular duke 
to whom 1 have referred above any excess 
of stimulants invariably produced a desire 
to knight every man he happened to meet.

Chicago, Dec. 16.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.J—In Indiana a man dies, 
leaving a second childless wife, first wife

debts, last illness, etc., gives to widow “ one- 
third absolutely of all personal and real 
property,” balance to children of first wife. 
As there seems to a statute in Indiana 
providing that a widow may not share both 
under a will and under a statute, I am puz- 
zled as to wliether she is entitled to a pre- 
ferred claim of $500 and also to the use of a 
residence for one year, which she rents and 
retains rent.

He notified the 
insurance company that he had resigned, 
effective Nov. 1, requesting them to cancel 
the policy as of that date and send him a 
check for the unearned premium. The pol- 
icy was in effect three months, and I figure 
there is due him about $19.50 as unearned 
premium, but the insurance company refuses 
to refund any of the premium paid, claim- 
ing all amounts paid are due the company, 
and they want him to take out another policy 
for $2,000 at a reduced premium and apply 
the unearned premium of the old policy as 
payment on the new one. This my friend 
refuses to do, and the insurance company re-

HONOR TO WASHINGTON.

' LONDON, Dec. 22.—Few public movements 
in England have enlisted the approval and 
support of so large a number of prominent

ist party, and J, Ramsay MacDonald, leader 
of the labor party.

The plan of extension scholos for voca- 
tional training is an interesting and impor- 
tant one. There are few uses of public funds 
which it seems to me would be more fruitful 
than this, if wisely directed. The question 
of the proper organization for conducting the 
eystem apparently is one on which there is 
difference of view. 

Experience of many forms of educational 
activity would seem to show the inexpedi- 
ency of the attempt to have separate organ- 
izations for conducting the ordinary school 
work, and this particular extension of it. 
At the same time it also is true that it would 
be helpful to have the ordinary educational 
euthorities aided by those who are especially 
interested in this activity. 


Points to German System. 

Perhaps a lesson may be drawn wisely 
from the policy of German municipal organ- 
izations, whereby the legal authorities in 
many fields of public work are supplemented 
by voluntary committees of citizens who 
without pay give time in an advisory capac- 
ity. In this way the officials are able to se- 
cure not merely a large amount of public 
interest but also expert advice which cannot 
fail to be of great value. Whyshould not the 
public ‘school authorities be intrusted with 
carrying out this extension of their work 
and at the same time advisory boards be ap- 

pointed to coéperate with them? 

The final a@thority, or course, would lie 
in one place, but after all the value of the 
advisory board would consist in the kind and 
quality of citizenship which it evidently in 
this case could be made to contain and which 
could not fail to have an important influence 
on the direction of policies.

Whatever may be our Various notions and 
definitions of education, we would at least 
agree that it is a preparation for life, and 
any system of education ought to be adminis- 
tered with that end in view. 

In pioneer days the young people secured 
this preparation by daily association with 
their eldefs in helping to do the ordinary 
things of life.

education principally was to learn to do by 
doing. These methods produced a class of 
people who were extremely practical, re- 
sourceful in an emergency, but narrow in 
their outlook, and ignorant for the most part 
of the world’s rapidly developing stock of 
knowledge. 


“What Am I to Do?” 

Then came the public school system, 
which took the children out of the family 
and attempted to fit them for life by meth- 
ods totally different and in some respects 
antagonistic. The theory of the school was 
that information and intellectual develop- 
ment are the necessary prerequisites to suc- 
cessful living; and partly by design and part- 
ly by necessity the daily practice In doing 
things was abandoned. Not only that; the 
days and weeks went by, and even months 
and years, with no reference whatever to 
that largest o. all questions, What am I 
to do in the world? 

The result of this system of education has 
been the production of a generation of young 
people fairly well informed as to knowl- 
edge, but lacking the ability and in many 
cases.the inclination to at once assume any 
of the serious obligations of life. 

They have formed the habit of going to 
school; and the habit of years is difficult 
to break. They have been fed, clothed, and 
sheBered by money that somebody else has 
earhed: and it is not strange ‘their views of 
life, as seen from the schoolhouse window, 


should be different from the actual things. 


Shows Need of Vocational Work. 

Because of this result of the chiefly intel- 
lectual method of education, many people 
found themselves obliged and inclined to 
leave school for something more practical— 
namely: daily experience in doing things. 
Others withstood the shock at the end of the 
school age and found their places by hard- 
ships that ought to have been experienced 


earlier in life; while still others drifted on, 


hunting jobs, holding a dozen within as 
many months, joining: the army of cheap 
Jabor; and passing on ihto the unemployea 
and finally the unemployable. Yet they were 
all, productions of the public schools and 
from the standpoint of information alone 
were fairly well educated. 

The one extreme is evidently as sure of fall- 


Furs as the other. A man cannot be broadly 


educated through vocation alone, even if the

older people. ther can he be prepared for 
a successful career by a purely intellectuai 
process with no allusion during the school 
period to the principles and practices on 
which that future career is founded. 

This means in plain English that it is un- 
safe to attempt to educate a whole people- 
without reference to vocation; and the feel- 
ing has everywhere developed, with the force 
of a conviction, that vocational education: 
must be introduced into the schoo! pericd. 


Would Have Course in Schools. 

Some would make this introduction in one 
way, others in another; some would turn 
our whole public school system into voca- 
tional schools; others would leave it as it 
has been, nonvocational, and establish a new 
System of distinctly vocational schools; and 
still others would introduce the technical 
element into the existing system by devot- 
ing a definite portion of the students’ time 
each day to vocational instruction. 

The writer belongs to the third class. He 
would not go to the one extreme and make 
all the public schools vocational, neither 
would he establish a new system of voca- 
tional schools. The first would result in 
narrow minded people; the second would be 
extremely expensive and would Inevitably 
break up the population into groups and 
castes divided along occupational lines. 

If we have, gained anything in educational 
experience, it is this: that the vocational 
and the nonvocational, the technical and the 
nontechnical should go together; that in gen- 
eral the vocational impulse affords the best 
known incentive to the whole education of a 
man; but that if he is to be both broadly 
and effectively educated, he must have daily

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experience with the world’s genera! stock of 
knowledge as well as that portion which he 
himself will use for professiona! purposes. 


Gives Outline of Plan. 

Accordingly, It has been proposed thai the 
vocational element be introduced largely in 
the upper grades in such a way ag to fore- 
shadow in the minds of the children the prin- 
cipal occupations of men, and that the public 
schools offer a series of courses, each leading 
into a group of occupations and each de- 
signed to occupy one-fourth of the student’s 
time day by day. 

That is to say, when a student arrives at 
the high school age he should make at least 
a tentative choice of his vocation. Having 
made it, ome of his four studies will be 
technical, dealing. with this chosen vocation, 
and the other three will be nontechnical. In 
this way he will be conscious every day both 
of the vocational and of the nonvocational, 
and will be most likely to emerge from school 
both effective and liberal minded. 

Schools: that are operating on this plan are 
eminently successful, both in their daily 
conduct and in the class of people which they 
turn out. 


VOCATIONAL TEACHING SHOWS 
PROFIT IN GARY, IND., SCHOOLS. 


Plan Gains Great Headway, Is Declara- 
tion of United States Commissioner 
of Education. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.— [Special. ]— 
Industrial work in the schools of Gary, Ind., 
earned money instead of going behind as 
had deen expected, according to Dr. P. P. 
Claxton, United States commissioner of ed- 
ucation.. 

“When the school authorities in Gary came 
to sum up the results of the work in the 
trade courses, said Dr. Claxton, they 
found the three departments of printing, 
cabinet work, and painting had to their 
credit. a profit of $875.48. This is real value, 
too. The pupils made articles that were 
needed in the school. I they had not made 
them in the school shops, the authorities 
would have had to make purchages in the 
open market at a total of $7,000 or $8,000.” 


Three Departments Show Profit. 

The commissioner. then gives the figures 
for each of the trade classes in the Gary 
schools, as. reported by G. E. Wulfing, in 
charge of the industrial instruction. In the 
printing depariment the value of the work 
produced was $1,972.92. The salary expense 
Was $1,483.40, and supplies cost $814, leaving 
@ het balance is favor of the shop of $175.48. 
There were thirty-five in the printing class, 
so instead of figuring the per capita cost of 
the industrial training of these pugils, it was 
possible to figure a definite contribution by 
each pupil to the wealth of the community. 

“In the cabinet department the product 
was valued at $3,608.85 and the expense was 
$3,155.37, leaving a balance of $458.48 in favor 
of the carpenters. Similarly, the painting 
department of the school showed a ‘ busi- 
ness of $1,591.26 and an expense of $1,344.78, 
er a clear profit of $246.52. 


Trade Education Spreading. 

“Gary’s conspicuous success with indus- 
trial training is an interesting indication of 
the spread of the modern movement for vo- 
cational education, which insists that in ad- 
dition to teaching the recognized branches, 
the school must give instruction in those 
subjects that are of most immediate value 
to the community which supports it. 

In Gary the dominant interest is trade edu- 
cation; in rural districts it is largely agricul- 


‘ture; in the cittes it may de stenography, 


typewriting, and other commercial branches. 
In any case it is coming to be felt more 
and more that an educational system is in- 
complete that fails to provide vocational: 
training for ite citizens.”’ :

ON LOAN SHARKS 


Semi-Monthly Pay for Railroad 
and City Employes Urged 
as Solution. 


HAVE’ TO RUN IN DEBT. 


Business Men’s and Wage Earn- 
ers’ Association Asks for 
Co-operation. 


War against the loan shark was begun 
yesterday on a new angle by the Business 
Men's and Wage Parners association, a 
new organization. The system of paying 
wages monthly was blamed by the aseocia- 
tion for the hold of the loan shark on ra- 
woad men and city employés. Plans were 
formed to petition the corporations and city 
government to pay their employés semi- 
monthbPy. 

Tt i@ asserted that men who are paid by 
the month compose the majority of the 
loan shark victims. Thesemi-monthily wage 
system would reduce the cost of Rving and 
allow wage earners to pay cash  Aococord- 
ing to members of the organization, men 
who are pal’ by the month are not able 
to pay cash for their goods and are forced 
to run credit accounts: The method, it 
is contended, works a hardship on the wage 
earners and causes them to patronfke the 
loan sharks before they are given their 
monthly salaries. 

An attempt will be made to present a 
bill. to the legislature calling for the Semi- 
monthly wage for state officials and em- 
ployés. Gov. Elect Dunne said he would 
incorporate the suggestion in his first mes- 
sage. It is asserted by the association that 
monthly wage earners are more often forced 
into bankruptcy. 

An advisory board was appointed yester- 
day and Frank Larrabee was elected chair- 
man. J. H. Collins was made secretary. 
The meeting was held in the Masonic bulld- 
ing and 160 business men, bankers, ratlroed 
men, and lawyers were present.

Sang at Opera Concert.

HETHER the entertainment given yes- 

terday afternoon in the Auditorium 

by artists of the Chicago opera shouid 

be reviewed ds a guessing contest, a 

competitive vocal test, or just a musi- 
cal hodge-podge disguise@ as a concert pro- 
gram is left for the reader to decide. Four- 
teen singers were announced to present twen- 
ty-five numbers selected at random from their 
repertories and put together according to the 
caprice of some incompetent. Since this per- 
son evidently knows nothing of the psychology 
of an effective musical order his attention 
is called to the alphabet as representing 4 
sequence with which, by chance, he may be 
familiar.

It doesn't matter e since any one of 


the fourteen singers seemed at liberty to 
change his or her mind at the last moment 
and to substitute anything convenient for the 
numbers that stood upon the printed list. This 
practice favors the hypothesis first advanced. 
The event was not a concert but a guessing 
contest. 
— 


Now it is a well Known fact that experi- 
ence in grand opera is not a preparation for 
concert. Therefore it is not surprising that 
the honors of the afternoon should have been 
carried off by Miss Margaret Keyes, whose 
reputation in opera is still to be made, but 
whose } osition among American con ert art- 
ists is brilliant. Miss Keyes possesses quite 
the most beautiful contralto voice in the com- 
pany. She is mistress of all those intimate 
alds to interpretation that are considered 
legitimate in the concert hall and they in- 
clude every refinement of vocal art. Therefore 
the public promptly and jvstly acclaimed her 
delivery of “Lungi dal Caro Bene” and The 
Lass with the Delicate Air above all other 
numbers on the program. 

Edmond Warnery must be aw: rded second 
honors, though his charming reading of De- 
bussy’s Mandolme and of “Noél” by Holmes 
suffered in effect by reason of a disadvan- 
tageous place at the beginning of the program. 
In excerpts from Weber's “ Freischtitz” and 
Gounod's Jocelyn,“ little Miss Riegelman 
proved that her art 16 independent of opera's 
meretricious aids.

Workingman's Wife’s Budget. 

“Being the wife of an ordinary workingman, 
on a salary of $16, we have the tastes of com- 
mon working people, and we live within our 
means and are saving money. 

My table expenses average $4 a week, in- 
cluding five papers a day. I buy the best cof- 
fee, butter, and eggs, and bake biscuits’ and 
gems twice a week, but buy the bread. 

“For breakfast we have oranges, eggs, and 


coffee, or griddle cakes in place of eggs, or a 


broiled bloater, sometimes a chop or half a 


pound of sausage. I find it saving to cook a 


boiled dinner, enough for two meals, twice a | 


week, like a brown mutton stew with lots of 
vegetables, spare ribs and turnips, or pork and 
sauerkraut. 

“Tt is dificult to cook just enough for one 
meal, anyhow, when there are just two. On 
Sunday we have a roast of lamb, pork, or beef, 
and have enough for Monday dinner. The 
other dinners in the week are fried calves’ 
liver or chops, with potatoes or rice. 

“Food is much higher than it was when I 
was married, but my expenses are the same. 
I also buy grapes and apples every week, and 
find $4 sufficient for the table for two.

Small Leaks Sink the Ship. 


“Much hag been written on how to solve 
the high cost of living and it would seem as 
though nothing more could be said. How- 
ever, the first thing necessary is a more thor- 
ough understanding of the relative values of 
food. Now as to meat, any housewives buy 
their meat without giving due thought to how 
or what they are buying, ordering the most 
expensive cuts when the cheaper cuts proper- 
ly prepared are just as wholesome and nutri- 
tious. For instance, in my own household 1 
often buy a 25 cent piece of beef, a boiling 
piece, which I cook several hours, Then an 
hour before serving I cut up in cubes, return 
to the liquor, addta can of kidney beans, an 
onion or two, a pint of tomato @auce, and a 
little red pepper. I cook altogether for an 
hour and the result is enough of this, which 
is almost a meal in itself, for two or three 
meals and it is certainly appetizing on a cold 
day.

“Mrs. C. N. M., who bought a home on $70 
a month, writes a sensible letter and as she 
says, ‘We must all work out our own salva- 
tion.“ 

“Most people advise personal visits to mar- 
ket, but I find that when I do so I am tempted 
to buy fruits and vegetables out of season, as 
well as useless bargains. 

We have a charge account with a depart- 
ment store and on Sunday I make out a list 
from the sale ads in Tue TRIBUNE. I buy 
enough of things, especially priced, to last for 
a week or more. 

“My neighbor sends her girl to the store 
before breakfast for ‘something or other’ and 
at noon for a ‘can of soup, etc.,“ and usually 
again at night. I go to the store about twice 
or three times a week for fresh meat and yeast 
cakes. We always have ham, bacon, salmon, 
or codfish in the house. My bookkeeping is 
simple. I jot down on my return from mar- 
ket what few things I have purchased, then 
at the end of the month I file my monthly 
bill away and there you are.

other class of employés. As an actual fact,” 
he said, we have 202 engineers on the pension 
roll—7.6 per cent of the pensioned employés

Urbain Dubois in his 
“Middle Class Cookery” gives thirty-seven 
under the special subject, and there are others 
scattered through the book, made dishes, and 
quite complex. 

It is very.common to have eight or nine of 
these appetizers at a meal. Butter is always 
included as a hors d’ceuvre, and is nearly always 
given first or second in a cook book list. The 
radish in season is quite universal, and always 
Olives and the little fish in cans. ‘Sometimes 
they are taken out and arranged on a narrow 
strip of bread as a canape, or they may be 
mashed and mixed with various things and 
spread on the bread as a sort of butter. 

Butter, radishes, artichokes in pepper sauce, 
Olives, gherkins, salt eucumbers, other pickles, 
fresh cucumber, green walnuts, fresh figs, mel- 
ons, a salad of red pepper and anchovies, of 
fresh peppers, of salting herring and anchovies, 
sea tirchins, prawns, sardines in all sorts of

NEW CODE FOR GOTHAM BOUTS. 


State Athletic Commission Announces 
Rules to Govern Contests—Will Be 


in Force Tomorrow. 


New York, Dee. 22.—Announcement was made 
tonight by the state athletic commission which 
is vested with sole jurisdiction over boxing in New 
York state, of a complete set of rules, under which 
all ring contests in this state must be conducted 
after Dec. 24, 

The commission rules the referee must be Sta- 
tioned inside the ring. The ring ghall not be less 
than sixteen feet nor more than twemty-four feet 
square. The commission makes ringside weighing 
imperative, and orders that main bouts must be 

taged not later than 10 p. m. : 

Only soft cotton or linen bandages can be worn 
by contestants, and no boxer in the lightweight 
class or under shail be permitted to box against an 
opponent ten or more pounds heavier.

ON BETTER BASIS 


New York Market ees 
Stronger After Periods of 
Uneasy Depression. 


SHORTS ARE UNCOVERED. 

Anthracite Merger Deeree and 

Increase in Reading Dividend. 
Inspire Confidence. 


New York, Dec. 22.—Through occasional 
Periods of uneasy depression. last week’s 
stock market emerged into increased confi- 
dence and strength. Despite the reaction as 
the week came to a close the tone of the mar- 
ket was unmistakably improved and the spe- 
Cla! causes of the recent unsettlement seemed 
to have lost their influence. The strong gen 
eral factors asserted themselves, with an 
extensive short interest uncovered, whose 
necessities could be made instrumental in 
stimulating the demand for stocks. 

The Supreme court decision in the anthra- 
cite merger caseand the increase in the Read- 
ing dividend which followed later had a gal- 
vanic effect on stocks. Reports that Austria 
and Servia had settled their differences prom- 
ised to remove the most threatening condi- 
tion in international relations abroad. 


Money Market Grows Easier. 

The New York money market grew dis- 
tinctly easier from the cémbined effects of 
stock market liquidation, a return flow of 
bank cash from the interior, and some heavy 
mid-monthly dividend disbursements. 

The enormous figures of the November 
exports demonstrated that deference to the 
greater need of foreign money markets alone 
precluded the drawing of gold to New York. 
The urgency of the foreign needs was mani- 
fest in the high rates of private discount 
and in the bidding by Berlin for credits in 
New York to carry over the end of the year- 
at 8 per cent. 

This situation gave the impression that 
the ae laid for a release of large re- 
sources toAhe New York financial markets 
with the passing of the present stringency 
abroad. 


Demand for Bonds Sluggish. 

Meantime the investment demand for 
bonds remains sluggish almost to the point 
of stagnation, in spite of the prospect of Jan- 
uary disbursements of dividends and interest 
in New York in excess of any previous 
record. 

The whole financial community and especi- 
ally the stock exchange, continued perturbed 


by the investigation before the congressional 


committee at Washington. The facts elicited 
were not new to Wall street knowledge, but 
fears were felt for their effect upon public 
opinion and their influence in shaping at- 
tempted legislation. This feeling subsided 
largely toward the close of the week. 

Trade reports were of sustained activity, 
including the receipt of important steel or- 
ders from abroad. Copper warrants, after a 
sharp fall in London, rebounded with effect 
on copper securities. The final figures of 
the agricultural department confirmed the 
estimates of record harveste. 


RUSSIA SOON TO PROCLAIM 
NEW TARIFF RATES WITH U.S. 


Action Necessary Owing to Inability to 
‘Enter Treaty to Take Place of That. 
Abrogated by Cangress. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 22.—[(Special.]—Be- 
fore the new year Russia will issue a proc- 
lamation applying its conventional tariff 


rates upon American goods entering its ter- 


ritory. 

No action will de necessary by the Ameri- 
can government. Only in the event that 
Russia discriminates against American im- 
ports will the president act. Should such 
discrimination be established be will be 
forced by the provisions of the Aldrich law

Results of Inquiry Into Theater 
Collapse to Be Presented 
Next Monday.

Council orders permitting violations of the 
building code it is declared will be fewer and 
more difficult to obtain in the future, thanks 
to the lesson taught the aldermen by the in- 
vestigation of the Home theater roof col- 
lapse. The two council orders passed in 
favor of the Home theater owners did not 
touch upon the roof construction. But the 
investigation brought out the ease of ob- 
taining council orders in the past. 

Ald. Charles M. Thomson, chairman of 
the committee on buildings, said yesterday 
that several aldermen told him they would 
be careful in the future about assuming 
responsibility for such orders. 

Ald. Thomson's committee finished the 
Home theater investigation Saturday, and 
he will at once begin work on the report to 
the bulldimrg committee, recommending such 
changes in the building code and the oper- 
ation of the building department as may have 
become necessary. 


Ready for Next Monday's Meeting. 

Ald, Thomson’s recommendations will de 
examined by the committee on buildings be- 
fore submission to the council. The commit- 
tee will try to have the report ready for the 
council at next Mondey’s meeting. 

„We may recommend changes in trans- 
action of business in the building department 
and in the building code, said Ald. Thom- 
son. “I thought of recommending that ell 


plans submitted to the building department 
must show the lines of the lots and the exact 


position of the building. 


„I would also recommend that no plans, 
violating the building code be amended by 
ink or pencil drawings to comply with the 
code and then be approved in all rejected 
plans, but the architect should be compelled” 
to draw them anew for approval by the build- 
ing department. 

“It ig clear that some architects and con- 
‘tractors do submit plans which violate the 
building ordinance, expecting the building 
department to change them. Then the plans 
are approved, and it is impossible to tell 
whether they were appreved before or after 
the change. The architect or contractor can 
go ahead - and build according to his original 
plan and plead ignorance if any trouble en- 
gues. The only thing to do is to reject abso- 
lutely plans which do not comply with the 
building ordinance absolutely.” 

Wants No Work Before Permit.“ 

Ald. ‘ said he might recommend an 
amendment to make it illegal for a contrac- 
tor or architect to do any work on a building 
before a permit had been issued. In the 
Home theater, it was disclosed, work on the 
foundation began some time in October or 
November; 1911. The building permit was 
pot issued until Jan. 23, 1912.

A th ‘meeting, Mr. Burke had a 
11 resctution he presented, and which was 


INCUBUS ON WATER TRAFFIC 


Practically All the Great Steam- 


ship Lines Owned by Railways. 


| FACTS TOLD TO PRESIDENT. 


Commissioner of Commerce Shows Re- 
straint of Transportation. 


Washington, D. C., Dec, 22.—Luther Co- 
nant Jr., commissioner of corporations, as- 
serts iA a report to President Taft today that 
in practically all the coast waters of the 
eountry railroad or steamship consolidations 
dominate water transportation. Their con- 
trol of both through passenger and package 
freight trade is especially striking on the 
Atiantic and gulf coasta and on the great 
lakes, 

Water lines along the eastern seaboard 
have become, to a large &tent, auxiliaries 
or subsidiaries of railroads... While competi- 
tion exists in greater measure on the Pacific 
coast, the commissioner points out . 
instances of'railroad control there. 

It is a striking fact, says the commissioner, 
that between a number of the more impor- 
tant porte on the Atlantic and gulf coast 
there is only a single regular service. 

The New Haven system, it is charged, 
“has pursued a determined policy of sup- 
pressing any effective competition on Long 
Island sound, and several, at least, of its 
recent acquisitions m t be charged as due 
to this policy.” 

The extensive water traffic deten iNew 
York City and New England ports is almost 
completely controlled by the New Haven 
road or by the Eastern Steamship company, 
in which the New Haven is a considerable 
stockholder. ‘ 


Aim to Limit Competition. 
The Southern Pacific likewise is declared 
to have shown a disposition to restrict com- 


petitidn,” on the Atlantic coast, although 
ite steamship lines “are really a water ex- 
tension of that company’s rail lines.’” In 
addition, the report says, the control of the 
Southern Pacific by the Union Pacific (re- 
cently dissolved by the United States Su- 
preme court) obviously tended to limit the 
importance of competition by the Southern 
Pacific's rail amd water route.” 

The railroads controlling the greatest ton- 
nage of steamship lines are the New Haven 
system, Union Pacific-Southern Pacific, the 
Pennsylvania, New York Central, and Cen- 
tral of Georgia. Twenty railroads control 
steam vessels and barges of 810,000 gross 
tonnage engaged excbusively in ddmestic 
trade. 

Of the traffic not dominated by railroads 
along the eastern seaboard, the great bulk 
ig controlled by the Atlantic, Gulf and West 
Indies steamship lines and the Eastern 
Steamship corporation. With a few excep- 


solidations were formerly subsidiaries of the 
Consolidated Steamship lines, organized by 
Charles W. Morse, and which collapsed in 
. These two steamehip consolidationg 
have several directors in common, indicating 
a considerable oon muntty ot interest. 
Nearly all the important anthracite fleets 
on the north Atlantic coast are owned by a 
few great anthracite railroads. 


Canals Fut Out of Business. 

A number of the principalcanals of the 
country have been abandoned or fallen into 
disuse, the report Geclares, because of rail- 
road influence. 

_Mallroads now control about 90 per cent of 
the mileage of the few private canals still in 
operation. 

“On the Erie comal, the most important 
artificial waterway in the country,” says 
the commissioner, the west bound business 
has virtually passed under the control of 
Tailroads, while east bound traffic has been 
largely diverted , from the canal by the re- 
peated reductions in rail rates, rate arrange- 
ments, and railroad control of terminal facil. 
ities. These reductions in rail rates are, how. 
ever, to a considerable extent attributable to 
canal competttion. 

“ The interstate commerce commisston hag 
by recent legislation secured a considerable 

in jurisdiction over joint ral and 
water traffic, partioularly with respect to the 
establishment of joint rail and water rates 
and the equitable division of such rates be- 
tween the co-carriers. This is a matter of 
Vital importance. Since joint through rates 
are almost invariably less than the eum of 
the local rates, a steamship line deprived of 
the advantage of u joint rate arrangement 
with railroads on an equitable basis is prac- 
tically unable to compete with a rival enjoy-
